Abortion Key Test for Reform 


Restrictions added to House bill ensure battle in Senate 


LOCATION HERE I President Obama and Sen- 
ate Democrats sought on Sunday to gener- 
ate momentum from the House’s narrow 
passage of major health care legislation, 
even as a new hurdle emerged: profound 
dismay among abortion rights support- 
ers over strong anti-abortion provisions 
inserted into the House bill. 

The House bill passed by a vote of 220- 
215 Saturday night after the approval of 


an amendment by Reps. Bart Stupak, 
D-Mich., and Joe Pitts, R-Pa., that would 
sharply restrict the availability of coverage 
for abortions, which many insurance plans 
now offer. The amendment goes beyond 
longstanding prohibitions against public 
funding for abortions and limits abortion 
coverage even for women who are paying 
for their own coverage, without govern- 
ment subsidies. 


Abortion rights supporters vowed Sun- 
day to do everything they could to strip the 
amendment out, as the focus now turns to 
the Senate and the conference committee 
that would be held following Senate pas- 
sage to resolve differences between the 
bills. Rep. Diane DeGette, D-Colo., said the 
House’s Pro-Choice Caucus has collected 
40 signatures from House Democrats vow- 
ing to oppose any final bill that includes the 
amendment — enough votes to block pas- 
sage.

“Lord, all those around us 
search for motive, search for mean- 
ing, search for something, someone 
to blame. That is so frustrating,” 
Col. Frank Jackson told a group of 
about 120 people gathered at one 
of the post’s chapels. “Today, we 
pause to hear from you. So, Lord, 
as we pray together, we focus on 
things we know.” 

Worshippers at the 1st Caval- 
ry Memorial Chapel hugged each 
Other and raised their hands in 
prayer during the service, in which 
Jackson asked the congregation to 
pray for the 13 dead and 29 wound- 
ed who Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan 
is accused of shooting. 

Across the sprawling post and 


in neighboring Killeen, soldiers, 
their relatives and members of 
the community struggled to make 
sense of the shootings.

Dairy industry fights 
to keep the ehoeolate 
drink in U.S. sehools 

MILWAUKEE I The creators of the 
“Got Milk?” campaign are getting 
ready to make a big push to keep 
chocolate milk on kids’ minds and 
on school lunch menus, a plan that 
has some educators and obesity 
activists none too pleased. 

The new campaign from the 
dairy industry, set to launch Mon- 
day, emphasizes that sugary fla- 
vorings are ways to get kids to 
drink milk. Without them, some 
youngsters won’t drink regular 
milk and won’t get its nutrients, 
the ads say.

Rep. Cao: Supporting 
health care bill was a 
matter of conscience 

In the tumult of cheers that erupt- 
ed when Democrats in the House 
of Representatives reached the 
required 218 votes to pass the 
health care reform bill Saturday 
night, a member who had been 
waiting for that moment then cast 
his vote and dashed the predic- 
tion of House Minority Whip Eric 
Cantor, R-Va., that no Republican 
would support it. 

Freshman Rep. Joseph Cao, 
R-La., said becoming the only 
one of the 177 Republicans in 


the House to back the bill was a 
vote of “conscience” that would 
help the poor and uninsured in 
his district. 

Cantor, in charge of rallying 
Republicans against Democratic 
proposals, had been by Cao’s side 
when the voting started. As the 
two men chatted, they kept look- 
ing upward at the tally displayed 
on the wall high above them. 

While neither man nor their 
staffs has said what the two dis- 
cussed, it became clear that Cao 
would not vote until after the Dem- 
ocrats had reached the required 
218 to pass the bill. But once the 
Democrats reached that thresh- 
old, Cao cast his vote, one of the

last five members to do so. 

“I felt last night’s decision was 
the right decision for my district 
even though it was not the popular 
decision for my party,” Cao said.

But he added, “at 
the end of the day, I had to make a 
decision of conscience based on the 
needs of the people in my district.”

Fallen Wall Unites Germans 


Berlin festivities mark 
20 years since Cold 
War barrier collapsed 

B E R L I N I With concerts and memo- 
rials on Monday, Germans will cel- 
ebrate the day the Berlin Wall came 
crashing down 20 years ago. 

On that cold night, they danced 
atop the wall, arms raised in vic- 
tory, hands clasped in friendship 
and giddy hope. Years of separa- 
tion and anxiety melted into the 
unbelievable reality of freedom and 
a future without border guards, 
secret police, informers and rigid 
communist control. 

Germans are celebrating with 
concerts boasting Beethoven and 
Bon Jovi; a memorial service 
for the 136 people killed trying 
to cross over from 1961 to 1989; 
candle lightings and 1,000 tow- 
ering plastic foam dominoes to 
be placed along the wall’s route 
and tipped over. 


On Nov. 9, 1989, East Germans 
came in droves, riding their sput- 
tering Trabants, motorcycles and 
rickety bicycles. Hundreds, then 
hundreds of thousands crossed 
over the following days. 

Stores in West Berlin stayed 
open late and banks gave out 
100 Deutschemarks in “welcome 
money,” then worth about $50, to 
each East German visitor. 

Sections of the nearly 100 miles 
of wall were pulled down and 
knocked over. Tourists chiseled 
off chunks as souvenirs. Tearful 
families reunited. Bars gave out 
free drinks. Strangers kissed and 
toasted with champagne. 

Klaus-Hubert Fugger, a stu- 
dent at the Free University in West 
Berlin, was having drinks at a pub 
when people began coming “who 
looked a bit different.” 

Customers bought the visitors 
round after round. By midnight, 
instead of going home, Fugger 
and three others took a taxi to the

Fugger spent the next night on 
the wall, too. 

“Then the wall was crowded all 
over you had to push through the 
masses of the people,” he said. 

Today, the wall is mostly gone. 


Some parts still stand, at an out- 
door art gallery or as part of an 
open-air museum. 

At a ceremony in Berlin on 
Oct. 31, Helmut Kohl, the German 
chancellor who presided over the 
opening of the wall, stood side by 
side with the superpower presi- 
dents of the time, George H.W. 
Bush and Mikhail Gorbachev. 

After the decades of shame that 
followed the Nazi era. Kohl sug- 
gested, the collapse of the Berlin 
Wall and the reunification of their 
country 11 months later gave Ger- 
mans pride. 

“We don’t have many reasons 
in our history to be proud,” said 
Kohl, now 79. But as chancellor, 
“I have nothing better, nothing to 
be more proud of, than German 
reunification.” matt m gore (a p)

Suicide Blast Kills 
12 in NW Pakistan 


Mayor who turned 
against the Taliban 
dies in market attack 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN | A suicide 
bomber blew himself up Sunday 
in a market in northwest Pakistan 
crowded with shoppers ahead of a 
Muslim holiday, killing 12 people, 
including a mayor who once sup- 
ported but had turned against the 
Taliban, officials said. 

In the heavily guarded capital, 
police shot and killed another sui- 
cide bomber before he was able to 
detonate his explosives at a check- 
point, an officer said. 

The incidents underscore the 
difficulty of combatting militan- 
cy in Pakistan, where the Taliban 
have carried out a series of attacks 
in recent weeks. The militants 


have said the assaults are meant 
to avenge a government offensive 
in South Waziristan, a Taliban and 
al- Qaeda sanctuary. 

The suicide blast hit the town of 
Adazai, about 10 miles south of the 
northwestern city of Peshawar. The 
bomber hit as shoppers thronged 
a market where goats were being 
sold to celebrate the upcoming 
Muslim festival of Eid, killing the 
Adazi mayor, Abdul Malik, and 11 
others, said Sahibzada Anis, the 
top official in Peshawar. 

Malik had once been a Taliban 
supporter but later switched sides 
and formed a local militia to help 
fight the militants. He had sur- 
vived several attacks on his life in 
the recent past, Anis said. 

A purported Taliban com- 
mander claimed responsibility for 
the attack, riaz khan (ap)

Iraq Passes Critical Electoral Law

Parliament s decision 
paves the way for Jan. 
vote, U.S. troops’ exit 

BAGHDAD | Iraq’s parliament 
passed on Sunday a long-delayed 
law in a crucial step to setting up 
nationwide elections, which the 
head of the electoral commis- 
sion expected would still be held 
in January, 

The decision appeared to resolve 
a key sticking point — who will be 
allowed to vote in the disputed, oil- 
rich city of Kirkuk, U,S, Ambassa- 
dor Christopher Hill could be seen 
shuttling between various political 
factions before the law’s passage, 
showing Washington’s concern over 
the debate and whether an election 
delay could hold up an American 
troop withdrawal. 

President Obama, speaking at 
the White House, welcomed the 
new legislation. 


“This is an important mile- 
stone as the Iraqi people contin- 
ue to take responsibility for their 
future,” Obama said. 

The U,S, ambassador, speaking 
to reporters after the vote, said the 
American troop drawdown will 
proceed as scheduled. Military 
commanders have said the U,S, 


troop withdrawal would start in 
earnest about 60 days after the 
vote, the idea being that Iraq would 
be on stable footing by then, 

“What is important is that with 
the election law, we are very much 
on schedule for the drawdown,” 
Hill said.

that left 10 dead in the Washing- 
ton, D.C., area. 

Ebert, 72, has sent more men to 
the death chamber than any pros- 
ecutor in Virginia — more than a 
dozen, with Muhammad and three 
others awaiting execution.

it a “dubious distinction.” 

He says he reserves the death 
penalty for the “worst of the worst.” 
Muhammad, who with teen- 
age accomplice Lee Boyd Malvo 
methodically picked off people 
over three weeks in October 2002, 
fits the bill, Ebert said. 

“He caused more hardship and 
heartache to really good people,” 
said Ebert, recalling the pain of 
victims’ families who testified dur- 
ing Muhammad’s 2003 trial. 

Ebert doesn’t always seek the 
ultimate punishment but rational- 
izes that it was their choices — not 
his doing — that put them in that 
position. And he’s never witnessed 
an execution. 

“There are very few people that 
I take any pleasure in them getting 
the death penalty,” he said, (ap)

TCU Busts Into BCS Top 5 


Horned Frogs fourth 
in poll; hope alive for 
championship invite 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL | TCU took 
over fourth place in the BCS stand- 
ings behind Florida, Alabama 
and Texas, giving the Horned 
Frogs hope — however slim — of 
becoming the first BCS buster to 
break into the national champi- 
onship game.

The pursuit of laughter

After surveying the full house 
from a back room at the DC Improv 
Comedy Club’s Lounge, Chris White 
heads toward the stage and intro- 
duces himself. Then he starts cut- 
ting himself down. Next come the 
stories about his dysfunctional fam- 
ily: “Parenting is a job. My mom 
treated it like a job. Every day at 
5 p.m, she would stop working and 
go to happy hour,” 

Just as the crowd teeters on 
the brink of deciding whether the 
32-year-old comedian is funny-fun- 
ny or crazy-funny, White switches 
gears, closing with a terribly off-key 
sing-along (folks chimed in on the 
chorus) of the Backstreet Boys’ “I 
Want It That Way.” 

And the audience knows: What- 
ever White’s deal, they just spent an 
hour laughing. 

For White and other local come- 
dians, that’s the ultimate employer 
feedback, Nine-to-5 isn’t really in 
comics’ vocabulary — unless they’re 
talking about their day jobs, which 
many keep to earn a living. Prep 
time is short — usually a few hours 
per week — and performances can

clock in at a whopping three min- 
utes, but most funny folks aren’t 
in the business for the big bucks. 
They’re in it for the big laughs. 

Working in comedy has all 
the benefits one might imagine, 
chiefly chuckles aplenty — even 
in a straight-laced, serious city 
such as the nation’s capital. “Any- 
one who’s coming to a comedy 
show is accepting the premise that 
you’re there to make them laugh,” 
says White, who appeared briefly 
on NBC’s “Last Comic Standing” 
in 2007 and hosts monthly trivia 
nights at the Improv. “People are 
uptight and can be sensitive about

a lot of things, but if you figure out 
how to present yourself, you can 
make anybody laugh.

the best, and I think that’s what 
makes D.C. such a great place for 
comedy.” 

Although White avoids politi- 
cal humor in his acts, other local 
comics have made careers of it. 
“People like to laugh at their pol- 
iticians even though the next day 
they might show up and work for 
one,” says Elaina Newport, a for- 
mer Senate staffer who co-founded 
Capitol Steps, a comedic theater 
troupe, in 1981. “It’s a bit of a way 
of relieving stress, I think.” 

The group, which has grown 
from the three founders — New- 
port, Bill Strauss and Jim Aidala 
— to 30 full- and part-time per- 
formers (most current or former 
Hill staffers), has recorded 29 
albums and performed in all 50 
states. Most skits poke fun at pol- 
iticians and political events. “We 
do try to mix it up,” says Newport, 
who schedules performers and 
writes songs and sketches. As a 
result, a song about Jon and Kate 
Gosselin could be followed by a 
number about President Obama’s 
Nobel Peace Prize win.

it,”’ Newport says. “You can’t mind 
if we tell you you’re playing Kim 
Jong II. If mad cow disease is in 
the news, you might be the cow. 
You can’t mind that.” 

Shahryar Rizvi, 28, uses his job 
as an information technology spe- 
cialist at the U.S. Census Bureau 
to his advantage onstage. “Being 
a federal employee has helped 
out my material a lot. I do a lot of 
jokes at the Census’ expense,” says 
Rizvi, a finalist in this year’s Fun- 
niest Fed Competition. 

Still, comedy can be a really 
tough gig. Sure, some folks make 
it big, but for most, the late-night 
performances can take a toll, the 
pay (at least initially) is next to nil, 
and the success threshold is low. 

“Have a plan B,” says White, 32, 
who supports his comedy habit by

working part time as a copy editor 
at Congressional Quarterly and 
running Dcstandup.com, both of 
which earn him money. 

Rizvi makes his job and his 
MBA studies at the University 
of Maryland his priorities. “I 
don’t know how anybody could 
really survive off of [comedy],” 
he says. 

Working behind the scenes 
isn’t necessarily more lucrative, 
judging by Curt Shackelford, 46, 
owner of Standupcomedytogo. 
com, which puts on local shows 
and books comedians for corporate 
and private events. For each of his 
weekly open mics — one at Ri Ra 
Irish Pub in Arlington and another 
at the Topaz Hotel — Shackelford 
gets $150. After his Saturday night 
“real” (or paid) shows, complete 
with an MC, feature act, headlin- 
er and $10 ticket fee, at the Hyatt 
Regency Bethesda, he typically 
nets $100 to $400. 

“Thank God I’m not doing it for 
the money. If I were depending on 
this for my livelihood, yikes!” says 
Shackelford, an office manager 
at a government contractor. “I’m 
doing it for the fun of it.” 


Although he says the local com- 
edy scene has exploded in the past 
five years, D.C. remains a feeder 
city for comedy hubs. 

“We actually have people mov- 
ing to D.C. because they want to 
be in comedy and they heard it’s 
a great place to start,” he says.

“After about five years, if you’re 
really good, you have to go to L. A. 
or New York or Chicago. You can’t 
stay here, because there’s just not 
enough paid work.” 

Besides live-performance 
experience, D.C. offers aspiring 
comedians more formal training 
opportunities. The Comedy Spot 
in Arlington has improv classes, 
and the Writer’s Center in Bethes- 
da offers “Applying Standup Com- 
edy Techniques,” which teaches 
students to use what they find 
funny in others to write their 
own jokes. 

Jaffe started the Improv’s Com- 
edy School in May 2003. Since 


then, more than 1,000 students 
have taken classes in improv, 
stand-up and sketch writing that 
range from daylong workshops to 
10-week courses. 

Goli Samimi, 33, is a devotee of 
the school, having completed six 
courses since July 2008. “While 
I’ve always been comfortable in 
front of an audience. I’ve really 
learned how to play a character 
and how to entertain without 
cracking jokes,” Samimi says. 

Despite the work and hard- 
ships, Jaffe says, hopeful humor- 
ists shouldn’t lose sight of the 
lightheartedness. “Comedy is a 
beautiful art form, and my best 
advice to anyone who wants to be 
involved in it is to do it for your- 
self and make sure you love it. The 
business can be tough and when 
you stop loving it and it begins to 
bring you down, you may want 
to rethink things. It’s comedy, 
remember — it’s supposed to be

A voice acting class 
sets students up for 
a lucrative side gig 

D.C. is known for having its share 
of talking heads, but politics and 
punditry aren’t the only ways 
to put your money where your 
mouth is. 

Voice acting can be a fun — 
and lucrative — way to earn a 


living or extra spending money, 
says David Bourgeois, president 
and creative director of Voice 
Coaches, a Schenectady, N.Y.- 
based company that’s bringing 
its expertise to Alexandria with 
“Getting Paid to Talk: An Intro- 
duction to Professional Voice 
Acting.” 

“One of the great positives of it 
is it’s something you don’t have to 
quit other things you’re doing to 


do. You can build this around 
other things that are pri- 
orities,” he says. 


The Basics 

John Gallogly, the 
company’s senior cre- 
ative director and a voice 
actor since age 9, will teach 
the course, which is open to 20 
students. 

Participants will listen to 



examples of demos by profes- 
sional voice actors and record 
a practice script of their own at 
the end of the class, such as a 
voice-over for an ad. The idea is 
to give students the chance 
to see what it’s like to be 
on the microphone and 
take directions. Bour- 
geois says. 

The class also 
aims to set the record 
straight about the dif- 
ference between voice act- 
ing and reading. “Voice actors 
have a unique challenge,” says 
Bourgeois. “They have to com- 


municate every bit of the emo- 
tion and the intention of what 
they’re reading singularly with 
their voice. It’s more difficult 
than you might think.” 

What You’ll Learn 

The class will cover the type 
of work voice actors perform. 
Although most people associ- 
ate voice acting with being an 
announcer and doing voice-overs 
for commercials, “as much as 
90 percent of the work that’s 
available to voice actors is non- 
commercial voice-over work, also 
known as narrative work,” such 
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as training and educational mate- 
rials, video games, audiobooks, 
documentaries and Internet con- 
tent, Bourgeois says. 

Gallogly will also talk about 
how to make a demo recording, 
how to set up a studio at home, 
where to find jobs in the D.C.- 
metro area and what types of 
voices are in demand. 

“We have really moved away 
from always hiring the announc- 
er” — the stereotypical gravelly, 
booming male voice promoting 
the latest blockbuster — Bour- 
geois says. “Today we hire females 
and males at an equal rate. We

hire people with ethnicity in 
their voices. We’ve moved toward 
believability, the ability to be gen- 
uine and conversational.”

“The greatestthing that I getto do 
is meet some of my favorite art- 
ists,’’ Johnson says. “You meetthe 
peoplethat make the musicthat 
you loveand you picktheir brains.’’ 
Be prepared for rejection, though. 
“Sometimes you’ll get ignored,’’ 
Johnson says. “I tried to interview 
Jay-Z the other day, and he was, 
like, ‘No.’’’ 

HOW HE GOT THIS JOB: 

Asacollegestudent, Johnsontook 
a camera to a club where the artist 
Eclipse was performing. “I was too 
young to get in the club, so I waited 
in the cold fortwo hours,’’ he says. 
He got his wish, albeit bittersweet- 
ly: “They gave methe quickest, 
shortest, mostterrible interview.’’ 
Butthe experience hooked him on 
music journalism. 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Be sure to do your research and 
discoverthe up-and-coming art- 
ists through music blogs and by 
making connections on the local 
scene. Use those connections to 
land interviews: “Find a manager 
— the degree of separation in hip- 
hop isn’t large.’’ Once you get the 
content, promote yourself. Jabari 
sent his URL to many clothing and 
product companies prominent in 
the hip-hop world. “Now I have 
clothing sponsors — DURKL 
and Commonwealth, Fresh Jive 
and NUKA, a watch company.’’

In Insurance 


Mark Philpott enjoys 
a varied schedule and 
self-reliance through 
his gig at Allstate 

Most people who are laid off mope 
at home while job hunting, Mark 
Philpott moved 6,000 miles, from 
England to South Africa and 
leapt from IT support to person- 
al training. 

Seven years later he did it 
again, following his then-wife from 
Cape Town to Arlington, where 
he became a squash coach at the 
Madeira School and went from 
training to membership sales at 
Sport & Health Clubs, 

By 2004, he was considering 
real estate and mortgage broker- 
age before teaming up with an 
acquaintance in health insurance 
sales, Philpott spent a year working 
for the man, learning the business 
— but also learning that people 
tend to cancel health insurance 
when their claims are denied (cost- 
ing him his commission) and that 


he’d prefer more of a mix. 

Checking around, Philpott 
found Allstate Insurance Company 
appealing because of its stabili- 
ty — Allstate insures one in 
every eight U,S, cars and 
homes — and its gener- 
ous support package. Of 
course, he’d need a lot of 
scheduling and mentoring 
to start his own agency. The 
company supplies that, too. 

The first step for an interested 
party, says Debbie Madden — sales 
consultant leader with Allstate’s 
Fairfax regional office — is to 
talk to a recruiter (Allstate,com/ 
careers; 800-277-2025), Though 
most new agents have no insurance 
background, the best understand 
business — with management 
skills, perhaps sales or entrepre- 
neurial experience. 

You’ll be told you need a life- 
and-health-insurance license and 
a property- and- casualty license; 
that one alone requires 90 class- 
room hours and a three-hour 
exam. After that and successful 


interviews, you are “appointed” 
— agents are independent con- 
tractors, not employees — and 
set up with company mentors 
and training. 

New Agent Education and Ori- 
entation takes seven weeks. Mad- 
den says. It covers every recruit’s 
business plan, location and demo- 
graphics; marketing strategies; 
leads and referrals; staff recruit- 
ment and management; insurance 
specifics; and preparation for 
the three-hour exam in 
selling life insurance and 
annuities, 

Allstate subsidizes 
recruits’ costs during 
this time. 

Agents work on com- 
mission, but that’s boosted for 
the first 36 months to get new 
agents on their feet. Madden says, 
and there’s a bonus in the fourth 
month for those who make sales 
quotas, “Some gross over six fig- 
ures in their first year,” she says, 
but “it’s hard to start in the black. 
They should be netting $30,000 
the first year, , , , By the fifth year, 
with consistent growth, you can 
have a solid net of $80,000,” 
Philpott created a business 
plan, rented space in Rosslyn and 
opened his office in November 
2005, “My first thought was. My 
goodness, what have I done?”’ he

says, remembering the silence. But 
by buying leads and getting pros- 
pects through the Allstate Web 
site, he saw his business begin to 
pick up. 

“The English accent may have 
helped,” he says with a grin. “I 
closed 20 to 30 percent of the 
leads I bought, which is above 
average.” The next March, he was 
able to hire an assistant. For fur- 
ther prospecting, Philpott joined 
the Washington Network Group 
and Business Networking Inter- 


national. He runs entrepreneur 
meetings through Meetup.com, 
offers the insurance part of driv- 
er’s ed through Arlington high 
schools and has appeared twice 
on NewsChannel 8 (“My kids were 
excited that Daddy’s on TV”). 

“Visibility plus credibility 
equals profitability,” he likes to 
say. 

The best part is being his own 
boss: “I don’t like to answer to 
someone else. They let me make 
my own decisions.” 

The worst parts are erratic cash 
flow and how long it takes to make 
up the initial outlay: New agents

invest not just in office space but 
also in equipment, advertising, a 
capital requirement of $50,000, 
staffing (if any) and insurance — 
which he bought from himself “I 
was my first client,” he laughs. 

After four years, Philpott’s 
confident he’ll succeed, though 
his retention rate is a bit under 
Allstate’s expectation. He aims to 
attract a wealthier demographic 
— with pricier homes and mul- 


tiple cars to insure — and has 
connected with rental agencies 
to bring in business now — from 
renters — and later — when those 
renters buy homes. 

He’s still paying off that ini- 
tial investment, but “the busi- 
ness is now worth enough that if 
I sold it. I’d make a small profit,” 
Philpott says. Happy clients are 
part of the payoff, too. After all, 
as Madden says, “in a 'press 1 
for this, press 2 for that’ world, 
this business is a chance to work 
one-on-one with customers and 
sometimes have a monumental 

impact.” ELLEN RYAN

These days,

ties. But author Linda 
Galindo says that’s not 
the best way to handle ‘ 
challenges or failed out- 
comes, especially in the 
workplace. In her new book 
“The 85% Solution: How Per- 
sonal Accountability Guarantees 
Success” ($22.95, Jossey-Bass), she 
urges us to be responsible for our 
choices and actions. “If your mind- 
set is that you are at least 85 per- 
cent responsible for your success 
— and that just 15 percent could 
depend on the way the wind blows 
—you’ll get the results you’re look- 
ing for,” she says. We spoke with 
Galindo to learn more about taking 
ownership of one’s career.

Why is personal accountability so 
important to business success? 

It isn’t an aspect of being success- 
ful — it’s the aspect of being suc- 
cessful. I emphasize that, because 
this term “business success” is 
rarely defined by the individual, 
so how can they be accountable 
for something they haven’t clear- 
ly defined? You are going to be 
in a really bad place if you don’t 
stop and check in with what your 
definition of success is on a regu- 
lar basis. That action of defining 
success is the pinnacle of being 
personally accountable. People 
have goals, but they don’t have a 
definition of success. So, they’re 
always exhausted because they’re 


chasing something they haven’t 
defined. 

Why are people often reluctant or 
unwilling to be accountable? 

Because they get rewarded not to 
be. If I have a boss who rescues, 
fixes and saves my lack of perfor- 
mance ... and [who doesn’t] hold 
me accountable, and I get paid 
anyway, why would I change my 
behavior? 

What role has our society and 
business culture played in all of 
this? 

You can’t mandate accountabil- 
ity; you can only demonstrate it. 
And our society hasn’t been dem- 


onstrating accountability in the 
sense of owning the outcome of 
the results, good or bad. I don’t 
want to be mistaken for saying 
what should or should not have 
happened. What happened has 
happened, but I don’t see owner- 
ship for it. I see excusing, blaming 
and finger-pointing, and that has 
been rewarded and continues to 
be rewarded. 

Why shouldn’t you blame oth- 
ers for your failures, even if a 
co-worker clearly didn’t pull his 
weight on a project or finish a 
report on time? 

I can blame and finger-point and

explain. But who would you rath- 
er be around: someone who says, 
“Let me tell you all the reasons why 
that didn’t work,” or someone who 
says, “You know, here’s what I did, 
here’s what I learned, here’s what 
I would do differently and here’s 
how I am accountable”? 

Why can’t you rely on anyone or 


anything else to empower your- 
self? 

No one can empower you. You 
have an ability to perform work 
or a service, to interact. If those 
abilities are lacking, then you 
can go take classes, you can get 
feedback from people, you can 
get coaching. But that’s you tak- 
ing an action. What happens if 
you take that action is you’re 
more able, you can take on more 
challenges, and you potentially 


become more valuable. No one 
came along and bonked you on 
the head and said, “I empower 
you with more ability.” Self- em- 
powerment is the only empower- 
ment mind-set that will get you 
where you want to go. 

Any tips for being accountable 
for the outcomes of your choic- 
es when those outcomes aren’t 
so great? 

Keep the same definition of 


accountability whether something 
works or doesn’t work. I can see 
clearly my accountability when 
something works, so when some- 
thing doesn’t work, stand in the 
exact same place. Say, “I didn’t hit 
the mark, I realize what I could do 
differently going forward, here’s 
what I learned, and here’s what 
could be beneficial to the organi- 
zation from that learning.” 

What do people stand to benefit by 


taking this kind of responsibility? 

It’s a lot less stressful, it’s way more 
productive, and there’s a sense 
of personal satisfaction because 
you’re not always looking over 
your shoulder and trying to get 
other people to be accountable. 
This huge space is opened up to 
live your life creatively and pur- 
posely. Personal accountability 
is the most freeing, creative, pro- 
ductive mind-set you could have.

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Coins for Money 


A Marine turns a tiny 
collectibles niche 
into a mini-empire 

Jeffery Morin’s memorabilia busi- 
ness in Stafford, Va., probably isn’t 
the next Google or eBay, but the 
27-year- old’s story is wonderful 
because it’s about a regular guy 
who saw an online opportunity 


and went for it. 

Morin was noodling around on 
auction Web site eBay seven years 
ago while serving in the Marine 
Corps aboard the amphibious 
assault ship USS Wasp in the mid- 
dle of the Red Sea. He stumbled 
across some people selling old mili- 
tary memorabilia coins, about the 
size of a silver dollar, called “chal- 
lenge coins” — collectibles used by 


the U.S. military to commemorate 
service in a unit or participation 
in an exercise. 

“Poor man’s coin collecting,” as 
Morin puts it. 

EBay customers were bidding 
$15 for coins Morin knew he could 
buy at a Marine Corps base for 
$5. So, when he got back to Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., he marched to the

base store and bought 30 gener- 
ic Marine Corps coins for $4.50 
each, (He persuaded the store 
manager to knock 50 cents off 
the $5 price.) 

Morin took a photograph of one 
coin and posted it on eBay. It sold 
in three days for $11,50, yielding 
a $7 profit. 

He was on to something. Dur- 
ing lunch breaks, Morin would run 
to his barracks, package the coins 
into bubble-padded envelopes, 
address them by hand and walk 
them to the base post office for 
mailing; the envelope and post- 
age for each coin cost him $1,05, 
which came off his profit. 

He soon learned how to create 


demand for his coins. 

“The whole point [on eBay] is 
to create a bidding war between 
multiple people. So, I realized it 
was better to post only one coin at a 
time instead of three or four a day. 
If there was just one, I could sell 
it for $11, The more coins I stuck 
out there, the price settled down 
and sold for $7 or $8.” 

His mother lent him $500 to 
buy more coins, and he was quick- 
ly earning $300 to $500 a month 
from the business. Profits toward 
buying more coins. 

After about six months, he got 
an e-mail from an Ohio woman 
that would result in a big expan- 
sion for his nascent enterprise: 
She had seen his coins on eBay 
and wanted to know whether 
could he find a coin dedicated to 


mothers with sons in the Marine 
Corps. 

“No problem,” Morin said. 
He paid a fellow Marine $50 
to sketch a design. Then Morin 
jumped online, searched for “cus- 
tomer minted coins” on Google 
and found a Georgia company 
that would turn the design into a 
mold from which he could make 
his Marine Mother coins: $300 
for the mold and $3.50 per coin. 
He ordered 100, and the bill came 
to $750 with shipping, 

Morin looked at blogs to locate 
more mothers of Marines and 
found sites such as Marine Parents 
United and Marine Moms Online. 
He joined the blogs to solicit cus- 
tomers and posted a sketch of the 
forthcoming coin. 

The 100 coins sold out in less

than three hours; Morin turned 
a $6.50 profit before shipping on 
each $10 sale. 

“The demand was so high that 
I called the manufacturer that day 
and ordered 500 more,” he said. 
The 500 sold out in three days, 
too. This time, the total profit 
was $2,500. 

“I started to realize ... there’s 
some money to be made in this 
business,” Morin said. 


The burgeoning coin business 
outgrew his barracks at Camp 
Lejeune, so he recruited his moth- 
er to help from her basement in 
Stafford. He paid her 75 cents to 
address and mail each envelope. 
He also learned another impor- 
tant lesson: The $3.95 “shipping 
fee” he charged customers cov- 
ered both the postage and most 
of the cost of each coin, adding 
to his profit. 

The Ohio woman gave him an 
idea: Why not make custom coins 
for fathers, brothers, sisters and 
every other niche having to do 
with the Marines, from cooks to 
sharpshooters to infantry grunts? 
Soon, Morin sold coins that had 
meaning for every recruit who 
came through the Corps, expand- 
ing his potential customer base 
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into the millions. 

He found manufacturers that 
would make them for lower and 
lower prices, eventually finding 
a Chinese company that charged 
him 90 cents each. 

By the middle of 2003, Morin 
had left the Marine Corps and 
was selling $15,000 of coins a 
month. 

Then he bought a book that 
taught him how to advertise on 
Google using key advertising words 
such as “custom coins” and “mili- 
tary challenge coins.” 

“We had orders pouring in,”

he said. “I had to hire customer 
service reps.” 

Within days, he got a call from 
retail giant Target, which led to 
a contract for 50,000 coins for a 
“Star Wars” movie premiere the 
retailer was sponsoring, Morin 


beat his suppliers down on pric- 
es, eventually paying 60 cents per 
coin and selling them to Target for 
$1.35. He pocketed about $35,000 
on the deal. 

Morin was 22, 

In the past five years, Morin 
has expanded his coin business 
beyond the Marines to include 
other service branches, wed- 
dings, sports teams and corpo- 
rations such as Starbucks, Delta 
Air Lines and UPS. He hired a 
Web designer to jazz up the Web 
site. He changed his company 
name from Marine Corps Coins 


to Coins for Anything and has 
expanded into trophies, pins and 
lanyards (the neck straps to which 
security badges or credentials are 
attached). 

The enterprise now encom- 
passes five companies that 
will generate about $5 million 
in revenue this year, with the 
coins and trophies represent- 
ing the vast majority. His costs 
include $2,5 million for the prod- 
ucts, $500,000 in payroll for 16 
employees, and about $7,000 a 
month in rent on a 4,000-square- 
foot headquarters in a Stafford 


office park. He pays Google about 
$1 million a year, 

I estimate that Morin’s com- 
panies earn a net profit of about 
$1 million; he didn’t deny that esti- 
mate. He is rolling most of that 
profit back into his enterprises. A 
competitor offered to buy the coin 
company for $4 million a couple 
of years back. 

“I’m a serial entrepreneur,” he 
said. “I get a high on taking an idea 
and starting new companies.” 

Next up: He and a buddy are 
partnering in the T-shirt business.

SONG I Yoko Ono, and Sean and 
Julian Lennon have authorized 
a 40th anniversary digital single 
of the John Lennon/Plastic Ono 
Band track “Give Peace a Chance” 
to generate money for the U.N. 
Peacebuilding Fund. 

It’s available for download for 
$1.29 at iTunes, and EMI Music 
and Sony/ATV Publishing have 
agreed to donate net proceeds to 
the fund through December. 

The recording was made during 
Lennon and Ono’s famous bed-in 
for peace in 1969, when they spent 
a week conducting interviews from 
their hotel bed in Montreal.

D U ET I Whenever Latin pop sensa- 
tion Alejandro Sanz writes music, 
he sets off on a “long mental jour- 
ney” to find inspiration. But when 
Alicia Keys surprised the singer 
at a party in New York by joining 
him in an impromptu jam session, 
Sanz knew then that he’d found 
his muse. 

“I simply grabbed a guitar and 
we started to improvise, sing- 
ing and playing. After that, we 
decided then that we needed to 
do something together,” he said 
in an interview. “Working with 
her was such a marvelous thing. 
She’s a great artist, a great woman, 
and it turned out to be something 
marvelous between us.” 

The end result is reflected 
in their new duet, “Looking Eor 
Paradise.” 

The 15-time Latin Grammy 
winner, who performed onstage 
with Destiny’s Child at the second 
annual Latin Grammy Awards 
and who collaborated with Colom- 
bian singer Shakira on her 2005 
smash hit song “La Tortura,” said 
he’s found the same work ethic 
in Keys as he did with his other 
female counterparts. 

Of Shakira and Keys, he said, 
“The two have things very much 
in common. Eor example, when it’s 
time to work, they are perfection- 
ists, and they like to be at work until 


the very last detail is done. They are 
very much perfectionists and have 
a sensibility for music.” 

Despite rumors circulating 
for months that the 40 -year-old 
raspy-voiced singer was working 
on a crossover English language 
studio album, “Looking for Para- 
dise” is the only English track from 
his upcoming album, “Paraiso 
Express,” due out tomorrow. 

The music video for the lead 
song finds the Madrid-born singer 
and the R&B songstress search- 
ing for each other and later meet- 
ing up at a rooftop party in New 
York City — in a symbolic gesture

of unity among two singers from 
different musical worlds. 

“The song is so beautiful. It’s 
touching. It’s uplifting. It’s world- 
wide. It really talks about the way 
we’re all looking for something and 
how we can all find it,” Keys says 
in a video posted on Sanz’s Web 


site. “I just love this idea of bring- 
ing worlds together. I think that’s 
what it’s all about.” 

“Paraiso Express” is Sanz’s eighth 
studio album in three years, and 
he linked up with producers Swizz 
Beatz and Tommy Torres, who has 
worked with Latin singers Ricardo 
Arjona and Ricky Martin. He said 
he hopes listeners will enjoy the 
journey and “find for themselves 
the 'Paraiso’ within.” 

“I hope this album moti- 
vates listeners to look for their 
own paradise, that paradise that 
very often is inside us.” he said.

How did this book originate?

Going back through these pieces, 
were there any threads that were 
running through them that you 
didn’t realize at the time? 

One theme was the tragedy of 
McCain getting more and more 
tangled in the rise of this phenom- 
enon of talk radio/Eox News/luna- 
tic right wing and finding himself 
trapped in it, with what looked to 
me like dismay. 

How do you feel about Obama’s per- 
formance so far? 

There was obviously no way the 
euphoria of election night a year 
ago could continue. There was 
really nowhere to go but down. We 
forget during the presidential cam- 
paign that the power of the presi- 
dent is quite limited, especially in 
domestic affairs, and that whoever 
wins an election is going to have to 
grapple with a political system that 
is designed to be dysfunctional.

Tori Amos offers up a 
strange collection of 
holiday mash-ups on 
‘Midwinter Graces’ 

MUSIC I The idea of Tori Amos’ 
doing a holiday album is certainly 
a bizarre one, even when you take 
into account that her father was a 
Methodist minister and she grew 
up with Christmas carols. 

“Midwinter Graces” is not a 
collection of upbeat, “Joy to the 
World”-esque celebrations, though. 
Instead, Amos reinterprets tra- 
ditional songs and writes a few 
of her own. 

Original holiday tunes are rare- 
ly a good idea, but it’s those rein- 
terpretations that are even riskier 
business. On the album opener 
“What Child, Nowell,” Amos blends 


together bits of “What Child Is 
This?” and “The First Noel,” cre- 
ating a Christmas mash-up that 
sounds disjointed and scattered. 
On other songs, she drops tradi- 
tional melodies into original songs 
— “Harps of Gold’s” choruses of 
“Gloria in excelsis deo” are par- 
ticularly egregious. 

The result is scattered, and 
some of the best moments on 
these songs have nothing to do 
with either her original bits or 
the covers; “Holly, Ivy and Rose” 
is a dreadful mash-up of “Lo, how 
a Rose e’er Blooming” and “The 
Holly and the Ivy,” but several 
verses become charming duets 
between Amos and her daughter 
Natashya. 

In her defense, Amos does well 
here what she always does well: 
She creates a somber mood with

her perpetually solemn tone and 
crackling voice. One of the high- 
lights here is the glacially paced 
snippet of “O Come, O Come 
Emmanuel” which opens and 
closes her song “Emmanuel.” It’s 
a carol whose bleak atmosphere 
is magnified by Amos’ style. 

Ultimately, “Midwinter” falters 
not because the idea of Amos’ doing
